‘Georgia Has Much To Be 
Thankful for,’ Governor 
Says in Announcing Call 
for Meeting of Assem- 
bly on National Holiday. 


TAXATION WILL BE 
MAJOR BUSINESS 


Lettirs Sent Lawmakers 
After Parley With Spiv- 
ey and Harris; See End 
by Christmas. 


The projected special session of 
Georgia’s general assembly will 


be called to order on the morning 
of Thursday, November 25, 
Thanksgiving Day, Governor Riv- 
ers definitely announced yester- 
day. 

The chief executive said the for- 
mal’ call, containing the subject 
matter to be taken up during the 
session would go forth shortly. He 
has announced a series of matters 
to be included in the call, most of 
them pertaining to taxation. 

“T believe that Georgia has much 
to be thankful for this year and 
that the session will get off to a 
te start if we launch it on 


anksgiving morning,” the Gov~" 


ernor said. “We are going to ask 
leading clergymen of all faiths to 
join with the chaplains of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives in 
having a special Thanksgiving 
service to give thanks not only for 
what Georgia has had during the 
year but for the guidance of the 
Lord in the work they have to do.” 
Legislators Notified. 

The Governor said that he is 
notifying each member cf the 
house and senate of his intention 
in letters which went out from his 
office last night. 

Announcement of the date of the 
session was made following a long 
conference between the Governor 
and Senate President John B. Spi- 
vey and Speaker Roy V. Harris, of 
the house of representatives. 

Both Spivey and Harris agreed 
that the Thanksgiving opening 
would be “fine.” 

“Although we have a number 
of important matters to take up 
during the session we feel that we 
can conclude by Christmas,” the 
president of the senate said. “As 
far as I can learn there will be the 
same harmony in the senate there 
was during the regular session and 
we can handle our business with 
dispatch.” 

Harris Is Optimistic. 

Harris, who presides over - the 
bulkier house, was equally as op- 
timistic. 

“T think that 25 or 26 working 
days will be ample to handle all 
of the matters to come up,” the 
speaker said. “I look for us to 
be home by Christmas.”

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RECIPES 


Vegetable plates probably first 
came into tavor for those who 
were seeking another corner to 
cut on calorie consumption, but 
they have now gained favor for 
all, even to the point where once 
# week is just a tease for more of 
those well-balanced menus. 


Vegetables are knowing longer 
seasons’ because of improved 
transportation and _ refrigeration 
eee and for this reason there 
s always a wide assortment of 
fresh vegetables available in the 
markets. There are no hard and 
ast rules to be given for assem- 

ling a good vegetable dinner, but 
some tried and tested hints may 
be helpful. Try to choose flavors 
‘that blend well, usually not more 
than one strong flavored vegeta- 
ble. The selection of a variety of 
textures will make a more inter- 
esting combination. Often, if a sal- 
ad is to accompany the vegetable 
plate, this will provide the crisp- 
ness in texture that is needed. 
‘Another thought to bear in mind 
is that of shape and color. For in- 
stance, all mashed vegetables 
would look uninteresting and if 
they were ai] the same color they 
would certainly have less appeal. 
It is well to try to have at least 
one or two fresh vegetables, in- 
stead of using all canned products. 


Potato Liked Best. 


No vegetable is so universally 
well liked as the potato, and cer- 
tainly no other affords so many 
possibilities in a variety of ways 
that it may be prepared. A fitting 
hub around which a vegetable 
wheel may be planned is the po- 
tato in one of its numerous forms. 
Cut them in cubes, balls or lattice 
them to change their appearance 
and then serve with them any 
number ot. a variety of sauces. 
such as cream sauce, egg sauce. 
cheese satic2 or parsley butter. 

All vegetables are best when 
they are not overcooked. Cook 
them any style you wish, but only 
until they are tender. When they 
are cooked ir water, use as little 
water as possible. All green vege- 
tables should be cooked in uncov- 
ered. vessels to insure true flavor 
and bright color. 


Good Sauce Necessary. 


A poor sauce will spoil a good 
food and tnhia is especially true 
where cream sauces are prepared 
that are not thoroughly cooked. 
Any standard recipe for white 
sauce may be used for creamed 
vegetables, but the secret of good 
flavor lies im the complete cook- 
ing of the starch contained in the 
flour that is used for the thicken- 
ing qualities of the sauce. To in- 
sure good flavor, cook the sauce 
over the direct heat fer at least 
five minutes after it starts to boil, 
stirring constantly. Taste and you 
may easily determine if the raw 
starchy taste has disappeared. 

Following are some tasty sauce 
recipes appropriate to serve on or 

notatoes, 


White Sauce for Vegetables. 


2 tablespoons butter. 

2 tablespoons flour. 

1 cup milk. 

. 1-4 teaspoon salt. 

Few grains pepper. 

Melt butter, add flour mixed 
with seasonings. Stir until well- 
blended. Pour on milk gradually 
while still continually _ stirring. 
Bring to boiling point. Boil five 
minutes. 

King Sauce. 

To white sauce, add the follow- 
ing ingredients: 1 tablespoon chop- 
ped green pepper; 1 tablespoon 
chopped pimiento; 1 hard-cooked 
egg, chopped; 4 stuffed olives, 
chopped. 


Egg Sauce. 

To white sauce, add 4 hard- 

cooked eggs, cut in 1-4-inch slices. 
Sauce. 

Follow the recipe for white 
sauce. Cock one Bermuda onion, 
finely chopped. with the butter for 
three minutes. 

Lemon Butter Sauce. 

1-4 cup butter. 

1 tablespoon lemon juice. 

Cream butter and add slowly the 
lemon juice.

Tomate Sauce. 

One and one-half cups tomatoes, 
2 bay leaves, 1 onion slice, 3 celery 
leaves, 1 parsley sprig, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-4 teaspoon pepper, 
1-4 teaspoon sugar, 4 whole clovés, 
1-2 cup water, 3 tablespoons but- 
ter, 3 tablespoons flour. 

Simmer all ingredients, except 
butter and flour, in a covered pan 
for 15 minutes. Strain well and 
add to butter mixed with flour. 
Boil 2 minutes. Serve hot poured 
over fish or meat. (This sauce is 
also good served with boiled rice, 
macaroni or spaghetti.) 


Golden Salad. 


One package orange-flavored 
gelatin mixture, 12-3 cups boil- 
ing water, 2 tablespoons _ salad 
dressing, 1-2 cup grated raw car- 
rots, 1 cup chopped cabbage, 1-4 
cup diced celery, 2 tablespoons 
chopped green peppers, ly tea- 
spoon salt, 1-4 teaspoon paprika. 

Dissolve gelatine in water. Cool 
and add rest of ingredients. Chill 
until firm. Sefve on lettuce and 
top with more dressing.

Millen-F olkston To Be Heard 
by Commission.

The grand jury, Special Prosecutor E. E.

A HEALTHIER GEORGIA 


Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of the State 
Department of Public Health, in his semi-an- 
nual report, reveals a reduction of 7.7 per cent 
in the death rate for Georgia during the first 
six months of 1937. 


Infant mortality for the same period has 
decreased 5.8 per cent, with the result that for 
28,560 recorded births there were only 16,692 
recorded deaths. . 


Such a report demonstrates irrefutably the 
value of the work done by the health depart- 
ment. The cost of maintaining health work is 
negligible compared to such results. Even the 
financial returns, if measured in the dollars 
and cents value of each extended life, show 
tremendous dividends. But added to this is the 
far greater, though intangible, value of in- 
creased happiness and lessened sorrow in th 
homes of the state. . 


The department, Dr. Abercrombie reports, 
is concentrating on county health work as the 
most logical avenue through which to promote 
better public health generally. Incidentally, the 
health director States that lack of properly 
trained health workers is one of the major 
problems of the department. 

Malaria fever was listed by Dr. Abercrombie 
as a major problem for the state, the number 
of deaths by this cause having increased this 
year. On the other hand, deaths from typhoid, 
diphtheria, tuberculosis and pellagra have de- 
creased,

HE UNITED STATES SENATE set a seal of ap- 

proval on older workers in June, this year, 
when it passed a bill removing the age limit for 
those entering the Civil Service. The backers of 
this bill expect that it will pass the House of 
Representatives at the next session. 


Formerly many Civil Service positions were closed to 
people over 40; others to those over 35 years of age. 

Obviously, the legislators have come to realize the value of 
experienced workers—no matter what their age. 

And thatin jobs where careful THINKING, KNOWLEDGE 
of people, and STABILITY of character count—people over 
40 are often of greater value than younger people.

The Cythera was commissioned 
October 20, 1917, and Captain Ro- 
per, formet!ty of Atlanta, Ga., and 
Philadelphia, hand-picked his 
crew from men in training in re- 
serve stations around New York.

(P)}—The AFL teamsters’ union 
tonight ordered its full local 
strength, reputedly 4,000 men, to 
stop work and join waterfront 
picket: lines tomorfow .in a su- 
preme effort to force a crisis in 
their fight for control over CIO- 
organized warehousemen. 

The order was issued after a 
day of limited teamster picketing 
which apparently had little ef- 
fect on ClIO-inclineéd waterfront 
unions. CIO longshoremen went 
through the teamster lines appar- 
ently without objection from the 
pickets. 

John P. McLaughlin, teamster 
leader, stated the move had been 
designated as a “stop work dem- 
onstration” so that teamster em- 
ployers would not regard it as a 
strike or as an opportunity for a 
lockout.

(?)—Bankers of the nation were 
charged by Leo T. Crowley, of 
Washington, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpora- 


tion, today with opposing “vigor-|. 


ously—sometimes even bitterly ev- 
ery important reform.” 


Crowley told the Kentucky 
Bankers’ Association in annual 
session: 


“Tt is natural to assume _ that 
bankers would realize that the 
purpose of proposed reforms is to 
achieve results, not merely to un- 
dertake ‘change for change’s sake.’ 


“Yet bankers, on the whole, 
have opposed vigorously—some- 
times even bitterly—every impor- 
tant reform that has been intro- 
duced in this country. How much 
more valuable would this expen- 
diture of effort have been if bank- 
ers had faced the facts, subordinat- 
ed their vested interests and wad- 
ed in themselves to achieve a solu- 
tion of their problems. 

“And how much misery and eco- 
nomic waste would have been 
spared if bankers, supervisors and 
legislators had taken the time to 
work out together a sound oper- 
ating basis . . Instead of wait- 
ing for the economic catastrophes 
to hold up the weakness of that 
system to the shriveling heat of 
trial by fire and to the bitter gaze 
of a disillusioned and impoverished 
people.” 

The Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion, Crowley termed the most 
auspicious recent development af- 
fecting bank supervision.

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SALT OF SEA AND LAND. 


V—Brine and Rock Salt. 
Salt lakes and salt springs are 
not the only places where salt wa- 
ter can be obtained far from the 
sea or ocean. Deep under the 
ground are wells which supply salt 
water, or “brine,” in great 
amounts, 
When wells were drilled for oil 
in certain counties of England, 
brine was found at depths of more 


+ 


them. They go down to a depth 
of about one-fifth of a mile, and 
have tunnels more than two miles 
long. Taken together, the tunnels 
would meastre more than 65 miles. 

About 1,000 men work in the 
Wieliczka mines. In the salt de- 
posits, workers have found stone 
hammers, stone spearheads and 
cther remains of the Stone Age. 
These are taken as proofs that 
Stone Age people in Europe knew 
the place, and went to it to ob- 


tain salt for their food. 

Under the city of Cleveland are 
great beds of salt at a depth of 
1,800 feet and more. Water is 
‘pumped down to the salt, and 
comes back in the form of brine. 
‘The yearly output of Cleveland 
salt is about 75,000 tons. 

In our everyday lives, table salt 
is the main kind we see, but there 
are many other kinds. Salt is em- 
ployed in curing fish and in meat 
packing. Most. butter is salted, and 
the salting helps it to stay fresh 
longer. The pickling industry also 
uses a great deal of salt. 

Salt is used in making bleach- 
ing powder 2nd soap. Lately I have 
used a tooth paste made largely 
of salt. Many dentists say that salt 
water is one of the best things to 
use when brushing the teeth.

SUMMER GAIN GOES TO HIPS. 


So you want to do something| 


about your hips? 

The combination of sea bleeze; 
or perhaps it was mountain air, 
and good cooking put 10 pounds on 
your silhdluette—seven. on the 
hipline. 

Whenever you overeat you can 
count on gaining in the hips, but 
when it comes to slimming down, 
that takes exercise. Dieting won’t 
help you to lose those samme seven 
pounds. 

In streamlining the hips, your 
exercise program must be fairly 
comprehensive, for hip problems 
vary. Hips may bow out at the 
sides in pincushion bulges, or as- 
sume a desk chair spread, or a 
bustle effect. For this reason hip- 
slimming exercises must tone the 
musculature of the hips, thighs 
and buttocks. 

The two following evercises 
punish the fat pads along the sides 
of the hips: 

Position: Lying flat on back on 
floor, body stretched to full exten- 
sion, with hands clasped behind 
the head to act as a buffer. 

Movement: Roll over to one side, 
pillowing the head on the crooked

Sprint—to slim that hipline. 


Position: Lying flat on back on 
floor, knees flexed and feet flat 
on floor, hands clasped back of 
head. | 

Movement: Roll over until the 
right thigh is resting on the floor. 
Roll back and across the buttocks 
until you are resting on the oppo- 
site thighline. 

The next exercise will stream- 
line the hips, thighs and posterior: 

Position: Squat down on the 
floor with knees oeutspread and 
heels together. Place the hands on 
the floor in front of the knees for 
support. 

Movement: Transferring most 
of the weight to the hands, take a 
quick jump backward, stretching 
the legs wide apart and straight- 
ening the knees. Jump again, and 
return to position. Repeat 12 times, 
later 25. Rest after each five 
jumps. 

To reduce an outward curve of 
the posterior, tone and gluteu- 
muscles which form the buttocks, 
as in this exercise: 

Position; Lie face downward on 
the floor, stretched to full length 
and with knees straight. 

Movement: Without bending the 
knee, slowly raise the left leg high 
in the air, tensing all the muscles. 
Hold for a second and gradually 
lower to the floor. Keep the knee 
straight throughout the exercise. 
Repeat 10 times, alternating the 
legs. Later perform 20 times. 

The hipline is usually the first 
measurement to show a gain—and 
the last to slim down, unless you 
exercise.

Abercrombie, director of the State 
Department of Public Health, an- 
nounced Wednesday, adding that 
county health work expansion has 
been givén nce over other 
activities of the department. 4 

A decliné of 7.7 per cent in the 
death rate was also indicated in 
the semi-annual report to mem- 
bers of the State Board of Health 
yesterday at the state capitol. The 
report covered the period from 
January 1 to June 30, 1937. 
| “Al divisions of the department 


-|have combined their efforts to 


group activities under the county 
health system as the most logical 
plan upon which to build for ade- 
quate health protection,” Dr. Aber- 
‘}crombie said. 

Because of the increased inter- 
est in public health by citizens, 
the demand for trained personnel 
in the counties has increased, he 
said, pointing out that one of the 
biggest problems facing the de- 
partme.it is lack of properly train- 
ed health workers. 

Presented as a major health pro- 
gram was malaria fever, one of 
the diseases showing an increasé 
in the number of deaths this year. 
Along with typhus fever, this dis- 
ease is being combatted inténsely 
by the health department, Dr. 
Abercrombie said. 

Decreases in deaths from ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria, tubercu- 
losis and pellagra were cited as 
“major” accomplishments of the 
public health program. A decline 
in the infant mortality rate of 5.8 
per cent was also cited. 

During the first six months of 
the year there were recorded 28,- 
560 births ahd 16,692 deaths, the 
report showed.

No More Troops to Spain Is 
Believed Pledge of ‘Ital- 
ian Dictator. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—(/)—An 
authoritative source declared to- 
night that a new balance of power 
in Europe was made possible by 
the expected adhesion of Premier 
Mussolini to the Anglo-French 
working agreement. 

This sourc? asserted that Mus- 
solini gave France a definite prom- 
ise that no more Italian troops 
would go ‘o Spain if Italy, Great 
Britain and France could agree, 
as expected, on Italy’s proper 
place in the Mediterranean anti- 
_ piracy patrol and on other ques- 
tions. 

This promise was said to have 
been given by Bova Scoppa, Ital- 
ian representative at Geneva, to 
Yvon Delbos, French foreign min- 
ister, at Geneva yesterday, and to 
have been reaffirmed by Italian 
Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo 
Ciano in Reme. 

Details Lacking. 

Authorities at Rome gave no de- 
tails on improved Italian relations 
with Great Britain and France on 
the eve of {1 Duce’s visit to Reichs- 
fuehrer Ado}? Hitler in Germany. 

Diplomatic circles there, how- 
ever, declared it would be a log- 
ical step for Great Britain and 
France to strive for Italian friend- 
liness before Mussolini meets Hit- 
ler, pointing out it would lessen 
the probability of an Italo-Ger- 
man agreement inimical to them. 

On the Italian side, they said. 
it would strengthen Italy’s bar- 
gaining position with Germany 
and would also reassure Hitler 
against the possibility of German 
entanglement in Italy’s quarrels. 
‘ Authoritative information here 
was that, besides the Spanish 
question, Mussolini and Hitler 
would discuss five topics—an anti- 
comintern resolution, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, a declaration in 
favor of Hungarian rearmament 


and establisinment of the fact that | 


neither Hitler nor Mussolini wants 
an Italo-German defensive alli- 
ance. 

Assurance Repeated. 

A responsible source said that 
Ciano repeated Scoppa’s assur- 
ances of no further Italian troops 
in Spain to E. M. B. Ingram, coun- 
sellor of the British embassy in 
Rome. 

This source said that Ciano add- 
ed that a “satisfactory solution” 
of the Spanish situation now was 
in sight. 

Diplomatic circles interpreted 
this as an indication that Great 
Britain and France now hope to 
induce Il Duce to withdraw Ital- 
ian troops airéady in Spain as well 
as to guarantee to send no more. 

There was a strong belief in 
both French and British informed 
quarters that Mussolini, having 
trouble in Ethiopia, is making a 
bid for French and British recog- 
nition of Italian empire in order 
to make Italian rule easier in East 
Africa,
